Triptychs  made  by  the  Grade  3s  tell  the  story  of  a  day  in 
the  life  of  a  person  from  feudal  times 


In  December  2002,  the  Grade  3  classes  did  a  unit  about  medieval  times 
called  "Family  Feud."  The  central  idea  of  our  unit  was  that  ever  since  people 
began  living  in  communities,  there  has  been  a  need  to  establish  systems  to 
organize  daily  life.  First  we  did  some  research,  and  then  we  each  wrote  a 
story  about  a  person  from  medieval  times.  Next,  we  made  our  story  into  a 
triptych  with  our  own  paintings,  and  presented  them  in  class.  In  our  unit  we 
learned  about  feudalism,  which  is  the  medieval  system  in  which  the  king  is 
at  the  top,  then  the  nobles,  the  knights,  and  finally,  the  poor  peasants.  We 
did  many  other  fun  things,  such  as  our  medieval  feast  with  delicious  food 
such  as  chicken,  "mead"  (in  medieval  times  that  was  wine  with  honey  in  it, 
but  we  did  not  have  exactly  that!),  and  for  dessert  a  blueberry  pie.  We  also 
had  a  medieval  dance  and  did  our  version  of  a  jousting  tournament.  Our

Memories  of  the  sleepovers,  the  paintball  fights  and  water  fights,  the  meals 
and  movies,  but  most  of  all,  you  will  remember  those  girls  in  residence  that 
became  your  sisters,  your  friends,  your  confidantes.  Whether  you  lived  in 
residence  for  a  short  time  or  were  here  for  all  of  your  high  school  years, 
this  place  will  forever  be  in  your  heart  and  your  mind.  There  were  many 
times  when  you  wished  that  you  weren't  here  and  times  when  you  fought 
with  your  roommate  and  wished  you  never  knew  them.  There  were  also 
times  when  you  couldn't  imagine  being  anywhere  else,  where  your  room- 
mate was  your  best  friend. 

I  know  that  this  may  be  the  last  time  I  see  you.  I  have  watched  you  grow 
into  strong,  beautiful  and  independent  young  women.

Duke  of  Edinburgh  Awards: 
The  Young  Canadian's  Challenge 
program  is  one  of  individual  challenge.  It 
presents  to  young  people  a  balanced,  non- 
competitive program  of  voluntary  activities, 
which  encourage  personal  discovery  &  growth, 
self-reliance,  perseverance,  responsibility  to 
themselves  and  service  to  the  community. 
Every  year  BH  student  participation  in 
this  program  has  continued  to  grow. 
Our  students  are  working  towards 
achievement  of  all  three  levels  - 
Bronze,  Silver  and  Gold. 

In  October  2002,  4  BH  students  had  the  honour  of  receiving  their  awards  from  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  -  Prince 
Philip,  who  was  here  in  Winnipeg  with  Her  Majesty,  the  Queen,  for  her  Jubilee  Tour  of  Canada.  Sarah  Murdoch, 
Kristine  Wilson,  and  Paige  Lewis  (former  student)  received  their  Silver  Award.  Renata  Choptiany  (2001)  re- 
ceived her  Gold  Award.
